BULLA’S RAILWAY BILL. 


The Senator Defends the Much Crit- 
; icised Measure. 
_ [BY THE SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Judge E. Lamme, now here, 
has received a lengthy telegram con- 
veying the resolutions of the Los An- 
geles City Council in opposition to Sen- 
ator Bulla’s bill limiting the use of rail- | 
way tracks by another company to a 
distance of five blocks. The resolutions 
recite that the passage of such a bill 
‘would have the practical effect of creat- 
ing a monopoly. 

Senator Bulla says that it does fhot 
seem right to him that any law should 
be in existence permitting: virtual con- 
fiscation of capital invested in such en- 
terprises. He is “informed that it is 
now impossible for any street railway 
company. in this State to obtain one 
dollar of foreign capital upon that.class 
of property by reason of the existence 
-of the present law, and he instances 
the rumor that the option by a South 
African syndicate to purchase the Los 
Angeles Railway. Company’s property 
was declared off because the attorneys 
whom they employed reported to them 
the conditions of: our law which per- 
mitted competing companies to invade 
their territory to such an extent as to 
destroy any possible profits from the 
enterprise. 

Secretary Clayton ofthe San 
cisco and San Mateo Road has arrived 
to oppose the bill.

Citizens of Canton Bid Him a 
Loving 7 


People Cheer the President-elect 
Along the Route. 


A Magnificent Train Bearing the 
Distinguished Party to the Na- 
tional Capital—Family Friends 
and Newspaper Men Aboard, 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

CANTON (O.,) March 1.—Maj. Mc- 
Kinley bade farewell to Canton and his. 
Canton friends tonight, a thousand of 
whom gathered at the station to bid 
him “hail and farewell.” 

The closing scenes of the past history- 
making twelve months were simple and 
tinged with gentle pathos. Market 
street, which, during the campaign rang 
with the tread of nearly seven hundred 
| thousand enthusiastic Republicans, was 
brilliantly illuminated. The | graceful 
and imposing arch on what is called 
“McKinley Hill’ blazed with colored 
lights, and was luminous for the last 
time. 

The Canton troops and two companies 
of the Ohio National Guards, preceded 
by the Grand Army Band, an organiza- 
tion containing more than forty musi- 
cians, escorted the President-elect and 
Mrs. McKinley to the station. There 
were cheers and demonstrations of fare- 
well all along the line of march. The 
escort was an impromptu arrangement 
and there was nothing formal in its 
proceedings. There were no demonstra- 
tions and speech-making at the; 
house. 

Maj. McKinley’s last day in Canton 
| was a quiet, but busy, one. He received 
no visitors from out of town, but a large 
number of old friends and™~ neighbors 
dropped in to say good-bye. He re- 
mained at home all day, with the ex- 
| ception of half an hour in the morning, 
when he took a drive. 

Final preparations for the. 
were begun at an early hour by the 
| President-elect’s office staff. All of the 
important papers, telegrams and letters, 
neatly packed in files, were stored in 
large boxes and shipped by express. 

Dr. T. H. Phillips made his custsom- 
ary call about 10 o’clock and announced 
that Maj. McKinley had fully recovered 
‘his health and strength. 

“The physical condition of the Presi- 
dent-elect is excellent,’’ said Dr. Phil- 
lips. ‘The rest which he obtained dur- 
ing the last two weeks has been ex- 
‘ceedingly beneficial, and he is thor- 
oughly prepared for the trip to Wash- 
ington and the strain which he will have 
to undergo on the day of his inaugura- 
tton:*—— 
TRAIN ‘ARRANGEMENTS. 

Careful ‘and elaborate arrangements 
have been made for the trip to Wash- 
ington. General Manager L. F. Loree 
came heré in his private car this morn- 
ing with Charles Watts, the general 
superintendent, and C. D. Lowe, super- 
intendent of the western division, to 
give personal attention to the train of 
the President-elect, and the arrange- 
“ments for running it. The schedule of 
the train follows:

arrive at Pittsburgh, 10:05 p.m:, cen- 
tral time; leave Pittsubrgh.11:25 p.m.,’ 
eastern time; arrive at Altoona, 3:05 a.

the fourth car is a’ Pullman named

The last car on the train is private

The Chief Justice delivered the opin- 
ion of the court, He defined neutral- 
ity to mean.“abstinence from any par- 
ticipation in a public, private or civil 
war and impartialty of conduct be- 
tween both parties, but maintenance 
unbroken of peaceful. relations be- 
tween’ the two powers when the domes- 
tic peace of one of them is disturbed is 
not neutrality in the sense in which 
the word is used when the disturbance 
has acquired such headway as to have

tration, no nation can permit unau- 
thorized acts of war within its terri- 
tory in infraction of its’ sovereignty, 
while good faith toward friendly na- 
tions requires their prevention.”

A Submerged Volcano Sends Up ea 


Pillar of Spray. |.

“SALT LAKE, March 1.—What ap- 
pears to be a genuine volcano has 
burst forth in Great Salt Lake a short 
distance south.of Promontory station, 
on the Central Pacific Railway.

solution of the problem. To be prac- 
tical and really beneficial to the un- 
fortunate and to the community, char- 
ity should take this form. When it 
does take this form, charity loses 
its eleemosynary character and is 
merged in philanthropy. He who con- 
tributes money.to furnish employment 
for industrious men who desire and de- 
Serve it, is'a public benefactor. He can 
rest in the assurance that the money 
which he contributes is not bestowed 
The man who receives a 
gift may be unworthy. “The man who 
renders a labor equivalent for what he 


The giving of indiscriminate charity 
is an-evil of only less proportions than 
the giving of\no charify.. Much harm 
has been done in this way, not only 
in Los Angeles, but elsewhere. The 
right principle, and the only right prin- 
ciple, is to furnish work for those who 
are able to work and willing to work, 
and to arrest as vagrants such persons 
as have no visible means of support and 
refuse to work for their subsistence. 
Such a plan, if rigidly carried out, 
would verv soon solve the _ so-called 
tramp problem. But the first great 
and essential requisite to the carrying 


living wages, to every man who is 
able and willing to work. Until such 
employment can be proyided, it is man- 
ifestly wrong and impolitic to treat as 


taining. He who has been offered the 
opportunities of self-support, and has 
refused the offer, may properly be 
treated as a vagrant and as a detri- 
ment to society; but careful discrimi- 


unworthy. 
Gratuitous gifts may be properly be- 
stowed only upon those who by rea- 
son of physical or mental disability 
are unable to render a labor-equivalent 


cases charity should be of the broadest 


cases an equivalent should be exacted 
for the bounty bestowed, which ceases 
to be a bounty, or’ gift, when it is re- 
paid by a proper return for the service 
rendered. One who receives a gift 
without rendering an adequate return 
therefor—excepting, of course, the gifts 
that pass between friends—loses some- 
what in self-esteem and in independ- 


shame at being an object of charity. 
But at each repetition of the bounty 
he loses some portion of self-depend- 
ence and self-respect, until in the 
course of time all self-respect and inde- 
pendence are destroyed, and the con- 
dition of chronic pauperism is ac- 
cepted, not only without misgivings, 
but with positive complacency. 

It is the moral if not the legal duty 
of the well-to-do to contribute some 
portion of their bounty for the benefit 
of their less fortunate brothers. Civ- 
ilization fails in its mission and its 
manifest destiny when paupers and 
millionaires are its common products.

istence, so long will the conditions of

It is obviously impossible to furnish 
employment at full hours and at full 
pay to all applicants where the bills 
are to be paid by voluntary contribu- 
tions from the public, The movement 
which the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association has taken up does 
not contemplate so “broad a field of 
operations.

If we are to 
admit Sicilian imports free because la- 
bor is cheap in Sicily, we must, to be 
consistent, admit imports from other 
lands, where labor is cheap, for the 
same reason. But as a matter of fact, 
it is because of this very cheapness of 
labor in Sicily that California fruits 
should be afforded adequate protection 
against the ruinous competition of that 
kind of cheapness. If American work- 
men are to be employed at decent 
wages, the articles which their labor 
produces must be protected in our own 
markets at least against the products 
of underpaid labor, whether it be that 
of Sicily, of China, of Japan, or of 
India. If our government refuses to 
accord such protection, the result will 
be that American workmen will inevit- 
ably be dragged down to the same 
level as that of their pauper competi- 
tors in the Old World. | 

It is no more “special legislation’’ to 


protection to the fruit products 


of California than it is to give pro- 
tection to the iron and steel products 
of Pennsylvania. No State in the 
Union has derived greater benefits 


‘from protection than “Pennsylvania, 


and her magnificent plurality of’ over 
301,000 for MéKinley in the late Presi-. 
dential election shows that the people 


of Pennsylvania, as a whole, appre- 


ciate those benefits. But the State of 
California is as much entitled to pro- 
tection for its products as is Pennsyl- 
vania. The tariff is not a “local issue,” 
but an issue which concerns the entire 
country, and no_ State- or section 
should réceive benefits which are de- 
nied to other States or sections. . 

The ‘very fact that Sicilian -oranges 
and lemons, the product of pauper la- 
bor, are laid down in the eastern mar- 
kets at as low a figure as 75 cents and 
$1 per box is a sufficient argument 
for an increase of the duty on this 
class of imports. California could sup- 
ply the whole United States with or- 
anges and lemons at reasonable prices, 
if adequate and permanent protection 
were guaranteed. 

If British steamers are making so 
much money by transporting Sicilian 
oranges and lemons at 30 cents per

American bottoms is very much needed 
in order to transfer this ‘profitable in- 
dustry to American ship-owners and 
seamen, in whose hands it’ propérly’ be- 

It would seem as though the trans- 
continental railroad companies, which 
are as directly and as vitally inter- 


ested in these matters as the fruit- 


growers, might aid the latter to meet 
the ruinous foreign competition to 
which they are subjected by giving 
them mere favorable rates. The great- 
est obstacle. that stands between Cali- 
fornia and a profitable market east of 
the Rocky Mountains is the high rates 
exacted for freights. With a reason- 
able tariff on tmports and reasonable 
transportation rates across the conti- 
nent, California would enter upon an 
era of development and prosperity. such 
as it has never experienced. Our pro- 
ducers look hopefully to the next Con- 
gress for an equitable readjustment of 
the tariff. And perhaps, when the Salt” 
Lake Railroad is’ completed, if not 
sooner, we shall have a more favora- 
ble deal as regards freight rates.

HIE - greatest discovery that : the 
world of electricity has ever known 
“has just been perfected by an 
American inventor, whereby the entire 
field of industrial mechanism will be 
revolutionized. It prémises to prove a 
crowning consummation to all that elec- 
tricity, steam and all other motors or 
contrivances now used for power, have 
achieved in the past. 

The nineteenth century will forever 
remain memorable as the epoch of a 
new and unparalleled evolution in 
nearly all the ways and means of civil- 
ized man. It is almost-reverting to the 
middle ages to go back to the eight- 
eenth century,.-Astronomy, geology, 
chemistry; botany, have become new 
and modern sciences. The belting -of 
the continents with railways and the 
ferriage of the oceans with fast-flitting 
steamships have opened a new volume 
of experience and necessities, the mag- 
nitude of whose results are at once 
startling and almost intimidating.

Steam power itself, once recognized 
as the breath of the Almighty, and sup- 

ed to be equal to every imaginable 
toil, will soon become a feeble, obsolete 
‘and antiquated contrivance. It will be 
esteemed as ‘objectionable for its dan- 
gerous presence, as for its cumbersome 
inadequacy, in comparison with this 
new electrical invention. 

Heretofore, electricity, as a source of 
heat, light or power, has utilized but 
3 per cent of the theoretical energy of 
the fuel employed in its production. 
Hereafter it will utilize 95 per cent., and 
the costly steam engines which now en- 
cumher the industrial world will be 


laid aside like the fossil -mammoths. 


which once. strode the earth, as objects 


like ice, 
| -water and steam, are the same element 


of astonishment, but belonging to a past 


and departed world. 

The recent“and highly scientific dis- 
covery of Dr. Jaques, as quoted in 
Harper’s Magazine for December, which 
in theory embodies a*scientific principle 
of much originality and promise, only 
utilizes about 65 per cent. of the calorific 
energy employed. Though this is a bold 
and heroic stride forward, it only per- 
sonates a portion of the fuel-saving 
economy of the new device here her- 
alded. 

For reasons which will be more ob- 
vious at a later day than at present, 
no desire has existed with the present 
inventor to give a premature disclosure 
of the nature of his discovery, but some 
of its principles which have come to the 
knowledge of. the writer may be here 
given. 

A storm is the result of an upward 
current of heated air rising from the 
earth’s surface to the altitude of the 
dew point, where, similarly with the hu- 
man breath, it becomes condensed into 
a visible cloud. That cloud is the vapor 
of water, which in varying measures, 
always pervades the lower air, and re- 
quires nothing but cold to render it 
visible to the eye.

ward rush is believed to exceed a hun- 
dred miles an hour in velocity. The 
rain, hail or snow which is precipitated 
to the earth has relinquished its heat 
.to the upper air, in which it appears: in 
‘the new function of electricity. Hail- 
storms, whose ascending vortices reach 
a very lofty'and cold altitude, are uni- 
incessant lightning. The greater vol- 
ume of electricity thus elicited demon- 
strates that the transmutation of heat 
into electricity is‘ voluminous in ratio 
with the intensity of the cold. In imi- 
tation of nature, the inventor acquires 
abundant volumes of electricity by a 
simple condensation of steam by arti- 
ficial cold, procured after the manner 
employed by ice machines. 

Volcanic eruptions, also engender 
massive clouds charged with furious 
lightnings,; because of the exhalation 
of “aqueous vapors, which, upon a 
large scale, generally accompany the 
eruption. 

The aurora borealis also, is explained 
by the action of t same principle. 
Southern marine currents, of warmer 
water, having carried great volumes of 
caloric under the ice of the Arctic 
Ocean, which, when broken by storms 
suddenly exhales immense volumes of 
fog, into the gelid air, chilled at 60 deg. 
‘below zero, and at Once evolves the

‘love and esteem, 


A N oble Swiss, 


» [OONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 
$ I walk the streets of Los An- 
geles I miss the famifiar figure of 


a few years-his infirmities gave him 
the air of a sufferer, yet his polite bow 
and general bearing showed him to be 
a man of mark and of culture. I refer to 
Brodtbeck, who, at. the end of 
last month, was borne, full of days and 
of honors, ‘to: his long. home.” 

Col. Brodtbeck was in reality, “as 
a 


loyal “denizen of two worlds,” a citizen 
of the two republics of Switzerland and 
the United States, and he was a pa- 
triotic man of varied and interesting 
experiences in both countries. A few 


trust, be profitable and instructive. 

Cok. Brodtbeck was born in 1819 in 
the Canton of Basle (the home of 
Erasmus and Holbein,) near the fa- 
mous battlefield of St. Jacob. It was 
on the little plain of St. Jacob, only 
a quarter of a mile beyond the gates 
of the city of Basle, that there was 
fought in 1444 one of the most .re- 
nowned battles in history. for here an 
army of more than 16,000. Frefich gol- 
diers under the command of the 
Dauphin {afterward Louis XI of 
France,) was attacked with boldness 
by 1600 Swiss, who not only took the. 
boldness of the initiative, but had the 
courage for ten hours to withstand this 
flower of the French army, tenfold the 
number of the Swiss. Only ten of the 
Swiss escaped, the rest were left dead 
on the battlefield along with nearly 5000 
of their foes. This almost incredible ex- 
ploit- raised: to the — highest pitch, 
throughout Durope, the fame of Swiss 
valor. It was in such a country and 
amid such ag Col Brodt- 
beck -grew up to manho 

In my student days, in 1849, “43 the 
goodly city of Geneva, Switzerland, I 
often saw the military form. of Gen. 


Swiss forces. Under him was a com- 
paratively young officer of high grade, 
who was an efficient coadjutor in the 
work of the Swiss army: Only a few 
years had passéd since that young 
officer (who was none other than Col. 
Brodtbeck,) who, under Gen. Dufour, 
had his part in putting mig 3 the “Son- 
derbund”’ (or secession) - ‘the old 
‘mountain Cantons of a: 
These Cantons had*been the birthplace 
of Swiss liberty, but. did not keep up 
with the march of ‘the nineteenth cen- 
tury, or persisted ‘contrary to the laws 
of Switzerland in_regard to freedom of 
instruction and the’suppression of cer- 
tain convents, in adhering to Jesuit in- 


| structors, arid in opposing other decrees 


of the State, which entirely repub- 
lican and democfatic in regard to the 
will of: the ‘Seven ‘of. the 
mountain Cantons formed a “‘Sonder- 
bund” (separation league) and had re- 
course to arms. Whether: their objects 
were right or wrong the “‘Sonderbund”’ 
must be put down or the political exist- 
ence of the republic would be in mortal 
danger. And under Gen. Dufour it was 
put‘down by’ force,.and not . without 
bloodshed, in 1847, 

It is an interesting -coincidence that 
*that Swiss officer afterward came to 
America, settled in Iowa, and when in 
1861 President Lincoln made his first 
call for troops against the rampant 
head of the American “Sonderbund,” 
there was not found in all Iowa .any 

man s0 capable of ‘instructing - and 
drilling the regiments as the Swiss of- 


sion in his native land: In ‘1861 and 
1862 regiment after regiment .of Iowa

While we were 
charging on the enemy*s works, he 
stood in advance of us near the breast- 
works, wavi his sword, and, shout- 
ing at the top of his voice, he rallied 
us on to the charge. His coolness, 
bravery and general ability as an of- 
ficer, are of the most unquestioned 
kind. Sunday morning, (the. ecom- 
mander of the fort surrendered Satur- 
day night,) before we entered the fort, 
Maj. (who was soon after promoted) 
Brodtbeck was.quite unwell, and did 
not go in with us, but immediately 
after our entrance, while’ we were 
halted in line of battle, he rode in and 
was greeted with three tremendous 
cheers, He looks well after our wants, 
and is ever willing to relieve a needy 
soldier.”” And thus are the testimonies 
throughout the war. But one never 
heard Col. Brodtbeck in after days, 
make any self-laudations. He even 
went on the Bible principle, ‘‘Let an- 
other man praise thee, and not thine 
own lips.”’ 


in the happiness which surrounded him; 
in his loving wife, children and grand- 
children; in his associations with some 
of the leading men of the times. Zchoke, 
the unrivaled Swiss story-teller, and 
eminent in other lines of literature, was 
of the same canton and was his friend. 
He knew at Geneva Merle d’Aubigne, 
the historian of the Reformation, and 
Dr. Malan, the eloquent divine; La 
Boulaye, the French statesman and 
author of “Paris en Amerique,” the 
biographer of Franklin and Jefferson, 
he knew, when this eminent French- 
man was exiled in Switzerland by the 
political intolerance of Napoleon-III. In 
our own country, when the elder Agassiz 
came to Dubuque he was the guest of 
Col. Brodtbeck. 

My own intercourse with him was 
sweet indeed, for we sympathized in 
our associations, in our religious views 
and in many experiences which we had 
in common. To those who knew him 
well, and especially to the members of 
his family, he has left a rich legacy of

The petition, 
which was referred to the Council as a 
committee of the whole, was as fol- 


lows: 


- “To the Council of Les Angeles—Sirs: 
A petition embodying our request fer 
& municipal farm and shops, where the 
unemployed may produce and. manu- 
facture for their own needs, was pre- 
sented to you by Mr. Swift.‘ We come 
today to urge and emphasize this péti- 
tion with our presence. _ 

“The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association is taking steps which we ap- 
preciate, to supply our immediate and 
most pressing wants, but this does not 
touch the permanent problem of unem- 
ployment. We have been put off with 
little or nothing for four years, always 


| with the excuse that there would soon 


be work for us. We insist now upon 
our right not to be put off in this man- 
ner again, and we shall not be con- 
tented with mere emergency work and 
no preparation for the future, 

It is a paltry matter that we ask of 
you considering the enormous wealth 
of Los Angeles. We ask you merely 
to put things in readiness for us to 
Work-for ourselves, in order that here- 
after we may be no burden to any one. 

‘Our plan may require an enabling 
act. Very well, get it for us. Such 
acts are frequent. 
“You say that will make a long de- 
lay. Not if you go about it as you go 
about things that concern your private 
pocketbooks. With the Mayor and citi- 
zens you can form a committee and 
raise the funds by subscription, guar- 
anteeing to return the same to each 
contributor as soon as the legislative 
act or acts are obtained. This will ob- 
viate delay, and we can be furnished 
the land for.spring planting. _

“It has been objected that such a 
plant would attract all the unemployed 
in the country, unless other cities had 
the same.. Now, sirs, such an argument 
is short-sighted; this is no soft snap 
you are asked to provide, and men will 
not come far to enjoy it, for they will 
simply have the necessaries of life 
which they produce for themselves, and 
herein the immense advantage of the 
plan over the poor temporary and 
costly makeshift of relief work shows 
itself; for if many men were drawn 
here they would support themselves on 
the land, and be no burden to the com- 
munity. 

“But if the system is initiated by one 
city, it will spread, and the city that 
introduced it will be honored. 

“The man who will not work, the 
tramp by préference and profession, 
has been produced in considerable 
numbers by the suicidal system of in- 
dustry which periodically withholds 
work from many workers. The munici- 
pal farm and factories will either re- 
store them to manhood or will se- 
quester and expose them. 

“The permanent, constant, certain 
chance to work for all, is the imme- 
diate relief of our worst labor evils. 
“Perhaps you can now understand 
why we steadfastly call for this lasting 
relief, and will not be pacified by any 
momentary aid to ‘tide us-over.’. Do 
something réal for us if you want us 
to cease asking. | 
“THE PUBLIC OWNERSHIP ASSO- 

CIATION.” 

After reading this petition Mr. Swift 
said that this plan was a full solution 
of the tramp question, because it would 
provide plenty of work for those who 
are willing to labor and sift them from 
the mass of professional beggars and 
tramps, who are such by choice. To 
solve the wage question, employ each 
man only so long as to enable him to 
gain the means to support his depen- 
dents at established wages, working a 
reduced number of days. Temporary 
measures of relief were bit palliatives 
and could..not prove an adequate rem- 
edy. The epportunity’ at-arny and. 
times ‘to do self-supporting work was 
what was needed, so that men should no- 
longer be destitute, but should not be 
dependent upon the community fof sup- 
port. The proposed plan would serve 
to relieve the unemployed and the com- 


munity as well. 


Mayor Snyder yesterday issued the 
following address on the question of 
the unemployed to the citizens of Los 
Angeles: 

“The prevalence of destitution has be- 
come so considerable and the number of 
unemployed so many in our midst that 
I deem it high time for the citizens of 
Los Angeles to make a united effort to 
relieve this destitution and provide, so 
s in their power, work ‘for the 
willing hands now. Those with homes 
bountifully supplied with the necessa- 
ries of life and those who do not come 
in contact with the classes’ that: fee] 
hardest thé bitter sting of hard times,

have not the slightest conception of the 
extent of want and misery in our city. 
They have not heard the cries going up 
from the throats of many a child for 
bread. The various charitable organiza- 
tions are unable to give their attention 
to a one-hundredth part of the numer- 
ous cases reported to them. Men are 
walking the streets of our city at night 
hungry and without a place to sleep. 
There is no work for them. They are 
willing to do anything so long as it is 
honorable, but employment they can- 
not find. 

“It is for the purpose of devising some 
means for the relief of this condition 


meeting of all good citizens. Hazard’s 
Pavilion has been engaged for Wednes- 
day night, March 3.

There is not money 
enough in the city treasury to carry” 
on the city’s business for the rest of the 
year. There is only one way for the 
city itself to raise money with which 
to improve the park system and the 
streets, and that way is to vote bonds. 
“In my inaugural message to the City 
Council I recommended that bonds be 
voted for the improvement and beauti- 
fication of the parks, calling attention 
to the fact that now was a good time 
when many men were in search of em- 
ployment. Sooner or later there will. 
mecessarily have to be a bond issue for 
these improvements, and I fail to see 
any reason why bonds should not be 
voted at an early day and a portion, if 
not all of the money \thus raised be ex- 
pended. | | 7 
“But even if it were decided to vote 
bonds, the present distress would not | 
be relieved. It would .take several 
months before money would be avail- 
able from this source, and by that time 
it is expected that a vastly more pros- 
perous condition will prevail in South- 
ern California than now prevails. It is 
to be hoped that before many months 
the question of locating the deep-sea 
harbor will have been settled, and the 
large sum of money appropriated for 
this Federal improvement released. An- 
other thing that imsures prosperous 
times in the near future is the recent 
heavy rainfall, with which the southern 
part of the State has been blessed. 
Bountiful crops are assured. This 
a work for many in the harvest 
eld. 
“T have been giving the subject of the 
unemployed much attention, watching 
the success or failure’of the many plans 
tried. I most heartily indorse the noble 
work of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association. If money were 
raised hundreds.*of men could be set 
at work constructing a grand boulevard | 
to some of the large parks. I would 
suggest that at the meeting at Hazard’s 


with the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association in raising money by 
popular subscription -for some public 
improvement that will give immediate, 
work and money to the unemployed. 
This committee could appoint sub-com- 
mittees to expedite the work. In this 
“way a large sum of money could be 
raised in a short time. No man who is 
prosperous will fail to contribute lib- 
erally to such a fund. 

“I would also suggest that another 
committee be appointed to solicit con- 
tributions of food and cast-off clothing. 
I would suggest that this committee be 
composed -largely, if not entirely, of 
ladies. In my: opinion ladies are best 
fitted to serve on such a committee. 
Headquarters should be established for 
the receipt and distribution of dona- 
tions. I would further suggest that the 
headquarters of this committee be com- 
modious enough to afford sleeping ac- 
commodations for thoge without a 
home and that as many as possible of 
the hungry be fed there.

They are hungry: many of them have 
families and the little ones at home are 
crying for the necessaries of life.

Already 
they are holding meetings in public 
places and adopting resolutions asking 
that they be given work.

commenting upon this list, which 
foots up the handsome total of $3250, 
Judge Silent spoke with warm appre- 
ciation of the grace and _ cordiality 
with which the people appealed to had 
responded. This subscription list called 
for donations of $250, and there was lit- 
tle doubt that the entire sum of $5000 
could be raised without difficulty 
among capitalists, but many men of 
moderate means had freely offered 
subscriptions of $100, $75, and $50, as 
they should be solicited. 

Judge Silent stated that these sub- 
‘scriptions were obtained by putting 
forth the plaingbusiness principles that 
the men employed were to be paid $1 
a day from this fund; that the mar- 
ried men with families be employed 
by preference, then single men whose 
names are to be found upon the Great 
Register, and lastly, strangers who 
are seeking employment in the city. 
The* speaker asserted that the plan 
was meant, above all, to rescue unfor- 
tunate citizens of Los Angeles from 
distress, and not to make the city a 
magnet for the poor of other commu- 
nities or a haven of rest for the hobos. 
He proposed to eliminate the tramp 
proposition, once, for all by the es- 
tablishment of a--rock-pile, upon which 
all vagrants and hobos would be set 
to work. Los Angeles would make the 
effort to care for her own people, but 
the influx of paupers must be stopped 
as soon as possible. 

As a practical proposition for the 
immediatte creation of work, Judge 


Suggested that all men who were 


really seeking employment should be 
‘put to-work-in the public: parks, par- 
ticularly in Elysian Park, as the loca- 
tion is favorable.for workmen to reach 
from the city. In the event of the 
work being located here, no temporary 
quarters need be erected, as the men 
could easily board and lodge in town. 
Judge Silent requested the codpera- 
tion of the Park Commissioners, and 
asked that a drive or boulevard be 
immediately surveyed, and a.special 
superintendent selected to see that the 
work was done properly. The prospects 
for raising $15,000 for this fund were 
exceedingly flavorable, and it could 
easily be applied in such manner as 
to relieve the distress of the unem- 
ployed, and at the same time to give 
a substantial.improvement to the city. 
The boulevard in question might either 
traverse Elysian Park from end to 
end, or be placed anywhere the, Park 
Commissioners saw fit. 

At the close of Judge. Silent’s speech, 
President Frank suggested that the 
Merchants ’and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation contribute its quota to the list 
of conditional subscriptions, d, upon 
motion of Mr. Fleishman,. e presi- 
dent was authorized to contribute the 
required $250 in behalf of the associa- 
tion, thus swelling the fund to $3500. 

Superintendent of Parks Garey was 
then called upon for his view of the 
matter. He stated that he could easily 
employ 100 more men in the ordinary 
work of the parks, and promised that 
any portion of the money placed in his 
hands for this purpose should be well 
employed. As to the manner of work, 
place, wages of men, etc., he preferred 
to leave that to be settled by the com- 
mittee. 

Mr,, Workman spoke in behalf of the 
Park Commissioners. He had no defi- 
nite plan to suggest, but approved of 
the idea of making a boulevard through

Mr. Workman promised to 
do his best to assist in the selection of 
needy and industrious men, particularly 
the heads of families, for employment.

THE BOULEVARD PLAN. 


Adopted by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, 


Another meeting was held last night 
by the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, for the purpose of defi- 
nitely settling upon some plan for the 
relief “of the unemployed. The Execu- 
tive Committee appointed to take 
charge of the fund to be raised for this 
purpose was presegt to confer with 
others whose position or experience fits 
them to cope with the problem. that is 
now vexing the city. The result of the 
meeting was the adoption of a motion 
to put all worthy men now unemployed 
in this city at work upon a new boule- 
vard just as soon as surveys can be 
made, and to provide a large and con- 
venient rock-pile for the especial use. of 
hobos who are seeking anything rather 
than work.

President Frank, upon calling. the 
meeting to order, stated formally that 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation had taken Charge ofthe prob- 
lem of providing employment for the 
destitute workmen of this city, and 


called upon Judge Silent to report. the 
subscribtions already raised for 


To effect this end, he freely offered 
every possible assistance in his power. 

Judge Silent disapproved of the idea 
of placing the fund 
either the Park Commissioners or the 
Park Superintendent, urging that the 
work done with this money should be so 
concentrated as 
showing. It would be bad policy to 
mix these men with the regular em- 
ployés and to scatter the work Where 
it would make‘no showing. The affair 
should not be placed in the hands of 
the Council, as it had a_nolitical side, 
but should be a thing separate and dis- 
timet, u special superintendent. 
A boulevard. might either be run 
through Elysian Park or from Elysian 
to Griffith Park, but it should in any 
case be-a distinct improvement to the 
city, apart from the regular work done 
in the ordinary course of things 

Mr. Carr, superintendent of the. Free 
Labor Bureau, gave it as his opinion 
that the men out of employment did 
not exceed 300, when the hobos and 
curbstone ornaments were, excluded 
from the list. For the latter he strongly 
recommended the establishment of a 
rock pile. Mr. Carr approved of fixing 
the temporary rate of wages at $1 a 
day, with perhaps an advance to $1.25 
for heads of families. He kept a record 
of all appHcants, and had a tolerably 
clear idea of the present situation. 
“Mr. Workman advocated’ the idea 
that the city be requested to furnish 
the implements of labor, and promised 
‘his support in favor. of it.. Mr. Burnham 
moved that the Park Commissioners be 
requested to take immediate action in 


the proposed boulevard. Before this 
anotion could be acted upon. Gen. For- 
man amended it to include a request to 
the Park Commissioners to furnish im- 
plements and such teams as were nec- 
essary for hauling stone from the quar- 
ries for macadamizing the.boulévard. 
He also suggested “the Chavez ravine 
road, from the brickyard to.the river, 
as the best site for the boulevard, 
Judge Silent moved that the rate of 
wages be fixed at $1, and, after some 
discussion, it was decided to lay the 
whole plan before the Park Commis- 
sioners, and to leave the details to be 
arranged later.

stethoscope is manifestly out of date, 
and medical practitioners have long felt 
the need of an instrument less crude 
and clumsy, and more sensitive and 
adequate to the requirements of mod- 
ern medical science. Some months ago 
a remarkabie sound detector was 
brought out. It possessed a sensitive- 
ness never before deemed possible, ard 
for a while the medical profession con- 
gratulated itself that in the new appli- 
ance a valuable acquisition had been 
made. It was soon found, however, 
that the instrument was practically too 
sensitive, inasmuch as, while it trans- 
mitted the -most minute sound within 
the body, it carried at the same time 
an overpowering, ringing din, caused by 
the vibration of the particles of metal 
of which the instrument was com- 
posed. The effect was often that of a 
distant voice trying to make itself heard) 
in a gale of wind. The instrument, how- 
ever, did the doctors a most important 
service, in that it taught them that a 
much higher standard of aural diag- 
nosis was possible if a practical means 
of accomplishing it could be devised. 
The realization of this imperative want 
has led to the singular resurrection of 
an instrument long forgotten, and in- 
tended for use in an entirely different 
field. Ten’ years ago, when a great deal 
of important news was stolen in transit 
over the telegraph lines by hangers-on 
at railway stations and telegranh of- 
fices, who would listen to the click of 
the sounders, A. A. Knudson, an elec- 
trical inventor, patented a device which 
he called an ampliphone, for magni- 
fying or amplifying the tell-tale click 
under certain conditions. This inven- 
tion enabled the armature of the tele-' 
graph instrument to be adjusted so 
close to the magnet that its movement 
when in overation could not be seen by 
the naked eye. The noise of such a 
slight motion could not. of course, be 
heard by the unassisted ear, but the 


receiving overator, and thus the se-- 
ecrecy. of the message was secured. It | 
was claimed. that the instrument would 
save over 50 nér cent. in current, and. 
consequently the expense of more than 
half the battery power employed. In

Street Railway Men Express Their 
- Opinions Pro and:«Con the Pro- 
posed Legislation Fran- 
chises. 


The bill introduced. in the State Sen- 
ate by. Bulla, providing that municipal 


| bodies shall grant feinchined’ for street 


railways subject to the condition that. 
the new lines ‘shal not run for more 
than fie blocks. over existing: lines, 
has excited much comment in local 
street railway circles. The bill. passed 
the Senate before many who might 
have opposed it were aware of its ex- 
istenee. A representative of the Times 
yesterday interviewed the officers of 
the street railway companies in the 
city as to the merits of Senator Bulla’s 


bill. The following opinions were ad- 
vanced: 
T. J. Hook: “I don’t think Los An- 


geles can afford to prevent car lines 
from getting to.the center of the town. 
To restrict them would be an injury to 
the town jtsalf.” 

. P. Clar “The bill seems to meet 
approval of all conservative busi- 
ness men who have the best interests 
of our State at heart.” 

*W. H. Workman: “I don’t like it.

Companies that build into new territory 
and encourage suburban improvement 
should be protected, but no company 
can claim any special right to the 
business center of a city. ‘All legiti- 
mate street railway enterprises should 
have access to the business center, and 
it is not enough that they be permitted 
to barely reach its borders; they must 
have reasonable facilities for traversing 
the principal streets. Under present 
conditions: the five-block limit ~would 
practically shut them out. A limit of 
ten blocks, even providing that no more 
than five blocks shall be on any one 
street, would be bgétter, and that would 
prevent the granting of merely specu- 
lative franchises and sufficiently pre- 
tect existing lines. The Bulla bill is 
too stringent and would operate to ex- 
clude competition. The railroads have 
a right to be considered fairly, and the 
public also has rights that should be 
taken into account. The present law 
may he unfair; but it-has not worked 
to the detriment of -the public. Los 
Angeles is about fifty-seventh in the 
list of: cities in respect of population, 
fourteenth in. point of street rait— 
Way facijities. That indicates that the 
building of lines ‘has been encouraged. 
Reasonable protection is all that any 
company has a right io expect. Bulla'’s 
means: unreasonable monopoly.”

A ‘Young Girl Who ¢ ho Cannot Bear to 
See Her Mother,

SEA SIGNALLING. 


Electric Comman.cation as Yet an 


Unsolved Problem. 

Lieut. Fiske asks the question» “If 
we can talk with ease from New York 
to Chicago, over a distance of 1000 
miles; if we can telegraph 200 words 
a minute over the same line and re- 
ceive the message printed on a page; 
if we can photograph the interior of 
the body of a living animal; if we 
can telegraph under all the oceans, 
and send news instantaneously to and 
from all parts of the world, why should 
there be an insuperable ‘difficulty in. 

half-a..mile over the water 
from ship to ship?’ The solution of 
the. problem probably lies in the direc- 
tion_.of electric induction, the trans- 
mitters and receivers being so con- 
structed, and so adjusted relatively 
to each other in resistance, inductance 
and capacity, that they will be in Seal 
pathy, or resonance, with each other. 
In this condition the receivers will hel 
at their maximum sensitiveness to vi-- 
brations coming the transmitter. 
In 1887, an experiment was tried at 
the New York navy yard, the U.S.S. 
Atlanta,. wrapped horizontally with 
many turns of wire, being used. as 
a transmitter, and the U.S.S. tug Nina, 
similarly treated, constituting the re- 
ceiver. The Atlanta’s wire was 
and traversed by the dynamo current, 
while the Nina’s wire was fine and 
in circuit with two telephones. The 
Atlanta then formed the largest elce- 
tro-magnet ever constructed, and she 
still holds the record, in spite of a 
popular belief to the contrary. The 
experiment was practically a failure, 
though signals were transmitted over 
one hundred feet. On another occa- 
sion, by the amplification of some ex- 
periments of Prof. Graham Bell, elec- 
tric current signals were sent a hun- 
dred yards through the water. While 
these experiments’: were conducted: in 
desultory fashion, and before the 
laws of electrical sympathy or reso- 
nance were well understood, ‘Lieut. 
Fiske then expressed the belief that if 
some competent person were given 
proper facilities by the government, or 
by private parties, he could develop a 
system of signaling which would be 
equally good by day or by night, in 
clear weather or in fogs. There are 
men now in this country who could 
attack the problem with a reasonable 
chance of solving it, and that‘ Lieut. 
Fiske’s prophecy is nearing fulfillment 
would seem to be apparent by the ad- 
vances that have been recently made 
in-this direction in ahaiee by Preece 
and Marconi. 


VEN TILATION ION FOR Cé CARS. : 


Experiments to Obtain Fresh Air 
and Even Temperature. 


_As people are becoming better in- 
formed on essential points of hygiene 
the complaints of the intolerable heat 
and poor ventilation of passenger cars 
are growing louder. Although but lit- 
tle has yet been-done in the way of. 
reform, there are signs that the reiter- 
ated demand of a large portion of the 
traveling public for a comfortable and 
Wholesome atmosphere -in passenger 
cars is being taken cognizance of by 
railway authorities. A railway com- 
pany which has been making experi- 
ments in supplying moving cars with 
pure air, keeping cut cinders and dust, 
and at the same time of maintaining 
an equable and agreeable temperature, 
claims that the conditions are difficult 
to meet. It is figured that 3000 cubic 
feet per person of pure air must be 
supplied to ventilate a car, which means 
| that the air in a Coach containing sixty 


or forty-five times an hour. 
It is contended that it would be im- 
practicable to do this and heat the air 
from zero to 70 deg. The experiments 
made by the company have been based 
on supplying that amount of fresh air, 
but while« furnishing that amount of 
Ventilation it eannot bring up the tem- 
perature of the car to 70 deg. in zero 
weather. An*unsatisfactory conclusion 
arrived at, is that during extreme 
little poorer ventilation 
might be endured for a month or two. 
It is a curious sign ef the conservatism 
existing in the management of some 
railroads that the converse proposition, 
that a few degrees of heat might will- 
ingly be dispensed with by the ma- 
jority of passengers in order that they 
might breathe better air, does not seem 
to have commended itself to the com- 
mittee of inquiry into the subject.

“There aré a number of States whose 


banking acts do not provide for the in- 
corporation of State banks with capital 
small enough to,make that form of 
banking available to many of the 
Smaller towns. To those who are carry- 
ing on a private bank in such places 
the opportunity to secure a charter 
from the Federal government will prove 
in many cases to be irresistible. Of 
course the fact that the national barfks 
are forbidden to loan on real estate se- 
curity will prove ‘a hindrance where 


such security constitutes a large share |. 


of the collateral which borrowers are, 
‘able to pledge. Aside from this diffi-’ 
culty there does not seem to be an ex- 
- tensive field still open to the formation 
of national banks in the*small ‘towns. 
In Alabama there is no provision for the 
incorporation of a State bank with less 
than $50,000 capital; of this not less than 
$25,000 must be paid in. In Arkansas 
there’ are no special .regulations for 
banking. In California no banking cor- 
poration can be formed in any town of 
5000 inhabitants’ or under with a 
capital stock of less than $25,000, 
and this must be paid in with- 
in two years. In Delaware private 
banks receiving deposits and granting 
discounts do not exist because of prac- 
tical prohibition by taxation on depos-

In Iowa they are 
required to have $25,000 paid-up capital | 
in towns of less than 3000 inhabitants. 
In New York on paid-up capital is 
required ‘to establish an incorporated 
bank in towns not exceeding 2000 in- 
‘habitants. In Pennsylvania $50,000 cap- 
ital stock is the minimum, and half 
must be paidin.

ACTION DEFERRED’ ON FORFEIT- 
URE OF ELECTRIC FRANCHISE.

The Rival Companies Suspend Hos- 
tilities for a Week—Annual Re- 
ports of the City Officials—Co. 


I Elects Officers—Board of Trade. |. 


PASADENA, March 1.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A truce has been declared 


in the street-railway war. The Coun-, 


cil, at its meeting today, once more 
postponed action upon the forfeiture of 
the electric company’s franchise. The 
question will come up again next Mon- 
day. Until that time the representa- 
tives of the company have agreed that 
no extensions shall be built and no new 
tracks laid except on East Colorado 
street, where the company’s rights are 
undisputed. Meantime «those of the 
Trustees who need the assistance of the 
City Attorney in making up their minds 
will have an opportunity to discuss the 
situation with that functionary.. 

Mr. Arthur was on deck when the 
Council convened today. His presence 
Was construed as an indication, that 
decisive action would be taken, but 
the large crowd of citizens who packed 

é room to its utmost capacity were 
doomed to disappointment. The City 
Attorney opened the proceedings. The 
agitation which has «stirred the city 
for a week past and which has twice 
called out the citizens mass-meeting 
was, in Mr. Arthur’s opinion, a tempest 
in a teapot. He-had talked with the 
representatives of both roads, and was 
confident that an amicable arrangement 
could be reached if action were again 

T. E. Gibbon, in behalf of the Termi- 
nal, expressed a willingness to allow the 
matter to,rest for another week, pro- 
vided no new construction were under- 
taken by the Pasadena and Los An- 
geles Railway in the near future. 

Trustee Reynolds made a vigorous 
protest against delay. He insisted that 
his resolution of forfeiture offered at 
Saturday’s special meeting should be 
aéted upon at once. He denounced the 
electric company’s action in laying 
tracks on West Colorado street, saying 
that. it had taken violent possession of 
the street in defiance of, the city’s 
rights. The emphatic démands of ‘the 
citizens should not be ignored. 

Dr. G. Roscoe Thomas then pre- 
sented to the Council the resolution 
adopted at Saturday’s mass-meeting. 

In behalf of the Pasadéna and Los 
Angeles Railway A. R. Metcalfe ad- 
dressed the Council, saying that the 
Council had no power to declare a for- 
feiture of the franchise, as the Supreme 
‘Court had recently decided, in a simi- 
lar case, that such action was invalid. 

Trustee Reynolds called attention to 
the language of the company’s ordi- 
nance, which specifically provides“that 
the franchise shall be void as to all 
“streets where the company fails to es- 
tablish électric lines within two years 
from the passage of the ordinance.: Mr: 
Metcalfe insisted, however, that the de- 
cision to which he had alluded would 
still allow the company to exercise the 
powers granted by its franchise. 

Presid Hartwell deprecated im- 


ent 
mediate action and declared that he 
would not be influenced by the demon- 
‘Strations made from time to time by 
the citizens present. He believed that 
if both companies would agree to light 
the streets, this would be worth far 
more than the sum that might be real- 
ized by-the sale of the lapsed portions 
_of the old company’s franchise. Trus- 
tee Hamilton also declared that his 
vote would not be influenced by any 
manifestations of popular approval or 


disapproval. 

He dedaic was finally ended bv E. 
C. Webster. who agreed that the Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles Railway would 
_ Suspend all work for one-week, except 
-on East Colorado street. With this un- 
derstanding further discussion was 
postponed till the next regular meeting 
of. the Council.

PHOENIX, Feb. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] The taxpayers of Phoenix 
were almost as aggressive in. fighting 
the Circuit Court Bill as the lawyers 
ih. supporting it. So for as Phoenix 
is concerned, there was one prominent 
lawyer fighting the measure, Judge 
Baker, Chief Justice of the Territory, 
and one big taxpayer, W. Smith 
supporting it. Mr. Smith called a meet- 
ing at the Adams, to discuss the -bill 
with taxpayers. The taxpayers were 
there, and took charge of the whole 
affair. Hon. S. M Franklin of Tucson, 
the author of the bill, made an ad- 


- dress citing his own county as an ex- 


ample of needless expense to taxpayers 
from the present District Court system. 
He showed that many business men of 
Tucson were in favor of the bill, be- 
liéving it an economical measure. Judge 
Baker then had his innings, saying 
that there would result’a conflict of 
the proposed courts and the, present 
District Courts, which would delay all 
litigation for years, until a- ‘decision 
on'the matter could be had in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Law- 
yers were then barred and the tax- 
payers made speeches. Although the 
object of Mr. ‘Smith in calling the 
meeting, was doubtless to secure an 
indorsement of the bill, here is the way 
they indorsed it: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
the taxpayers of Maricopa county in 
mass-meeting assembled, that House 
Bill No. 10, creating Circuit Courts for 
this Territory, and which is now pend- 
ing in the legislative council, is” a 
dangerous and an extravagant meas- 
ure for the people of Arizona, and we 
therefore earnestly protest against its 
passage, and petition the said legisla- 
tive council to defeat the same.

TO RECEIVE THE BILLS... 

Evidently the Circuit Court Bill and 
the Prison Removal Bill are not so 
dead as they seemed. Both were killed 
earlier in the week, the campaign 
against the prison bill being generaled 
by Senator Carpenter of Yuma, and the 
Circuit Court measure by Hunt of Gila. 
It would now seem that there was a 
certain relationship. in the defeat of the 
two bills. Furthermore, it looks as 
though a rupture has arisen between 
Huntand Carpenter, and that they pro- 
pose to each revive the bill the other | 
wanted killed. Hence a couple of sensa-_ 
tions were aroused, | first when. Hunt 
gave notice that he would present a 
new bill for prison removal, a measure 
he had just ardently helped to kill, and 
again yesterday, when Carpenter gave 
notice of a new Circuit Court Bill. The 
Hunt bill is for the removal of the peni- 
tentiary to Prescott, as before, and the 
Carpenter bill is the Circuit Court Bill, 
with some objectionable features left 
out. The vote was 8 to 4 on each meas- 
use, and the question now arising is as 
to whether the gentlemen from Gila and 
Yuma can make any conversions. 

A bill of importance under considera- 
tion that seems to be in a fair way for 
passage in both houses, in some f®rm, 
looks to the exemption from taxation of 
canais to be taken out, or yet in process 
of construction. It will undoubtedly re- 
sult in largely-increased acreage and 
therefore taxes in another form and 
development of the country. 

Butte county is still in the “‘throes of 
bornin’.”” It made some fun for the 
members, and for am hour or two had 
its county seat down at Gila Bend. 
Later it got back to Tempe, though its 
itinerary also included Kyrene and 
Mesa. AS no recommendation was made 
on the bill, it went to the bottom of the 
calendar. 

The militia of the Territory, while not 
abolished, are in a fair way for contin- 
uing without any funds. The appropri- 
ation of $30 a month for each company 
has been abolished, so far as the upper 
house is concerned, by a vote of 8 to 3. 
As all companies are well équipped, it 
is possible they would ‘continue with- 
out pay. There is practically nothing 
but glory in it, anyway, and all the 
glory is still maintained. 

Another move looking to economy is 
in preparation, proposing to abolish 
mileage. This was one of the recom- 
mendations in Gov: Franklin’s message. 
At present 30 cents a mile is paid, in 
accordance with fares of stage and rail- 
roads in early times. With passes in 
vogue, or at most moderate fares, 
a good profit is always left on any trav- 
eling done. The bill will work no in- 
justice, providing for actuat outlays: 
If passed it will be the most economical 
measure of the session.
